"Our cigarets ran out too 
quickly" he said, "until among the 
five men we only had three cigars 
left. One was lighted and the lighter 
would take a few^puffs and1 then hand 
it up on a wire so that the next man 
could take some drags. " In this 
manner the five men smoked up the 
last of their tobacco supply. 
The 


first thing the rescued fliers asked 
for when taken out of their plane by 
the submarine R-4 was cigarets. 


Another incident related by

mander Rodgers was of their fear 
that the plane would strike a reef 
and stove in its hull, which would 
fore* the men to lake to the water 
to try to swim ashore and1 he said, 
"we wanted to step ashore from our 
plane,**

While pavement plans adopted by 


the city call for radii of 18 or 25 feet 
at intersections, the radii actually in 
existence there now is 13 or 14 feet, 
it is reported. 


The comparison of the grades show 


that the grade at W. Lawrence-st Is 
^39 feet lower than was established, 
and the grade at W. Sixth-st is .56 
feet lower than that established by 
the plans. 


That any divergence from the plans 


can not be the fault of the contractor, 
as he must follow 
the 
stakes and 


grades as given by the city engineer, 
was declared by one of the supervis- 
3rs of construction, in charge of the 
S. Cherry-st job. 


The sidewalk lines on the street are 


approximately correct, the engineers 
reported, there being only a difference 
of three-fourths of an inch at ono'end 
and four Inches at the other end. The 
walk on the northwest corner of S. 
Cherry-rt and S. Badger-ave. as com- 
structed. is declared to be located on 
private property and not in accord- 
ance with the plans. 


Wnile no mention is made of the

plans on file-In the city engineer's of- 
fice also shows that the planes bear 
this signatures of the members of the 
board of public works that was in 
offlce on Feb. 6. and the plans are so 
dated, wheras, these plans were later 
rejected and new radii established by 
the new council on April 21.

ness that congress is about to meet 
and that a penetrating survey of the 
military and naval defense of the gov- 
ernment will reveal many weaknesses 
which will in-due course be attributed 
to lack of personnel which means in 
turn lack of funds.

SKELETONS DUG OUT 
OF MOUNDS PROBABLY 


ARE 2,000 YEARS OLD 


Chfllicothe, Ohio—M5)—The com- 


ing autumn season with its uncer- 
tain weather conditions called a 
halt Saturday to the excavations 
in the great Seip 
mound 
near 


Bainbridge just as archeolosists 
announced they had made one of 
the greatest finds in the history of 
explorations Into the works of the 
American mound builders. 


Until next spring the three- 


fourths of the mound which has 
not yet been opened will retain the 
secret it has held for centuries. 
During the winter the curators of 
the Ohio Archcological and Histori- 
cal society at Columbus, will study 
their findings of the last few days 
in the burial place of the "princes 
of the pearls." 
The skeletons of 


the four supposed princes were re- 
moved Friday night. 


The discovery of a piece of col- 


ored cloth in.the mausoleum wrote 
a new chapter In the endeavors of 
archaeologists, for cloth has never 
before been found in the mounds. 
Besides the finding of cloth imprints 
of a canopy of fabric wero found 
on the ceiling of the tomb. H. E. 
Shetrone, curator, said the bodies 
had Iain in the mound at least 
1,000 years, perhaps 2,000 or even 
more.

RESCUE OF THE PN-9 


"Word from Hawaii that the giant Navy 


seaplane PX-9~had been found and that 
its dou'/hty crew Avas safe. Avas no doubt 
the Lent news that has been served up to 
the Aniciican public in many days. The 
nation had follow ed closely the search for 
the plane and its heroic crew and when 
ten days had passed and no tidings had 
been received, they virtually had been 
gire.i upt as lost and their names inscribed 
on the country's imaginary honor roll. It 
Avill be a matter of pride to every Ameri- 
can to know that the PX-9 's crew upheld 
every tradition of the navy—especially 
Commander John Rodgers who many 
times gave his share of the rapidly fading 
condensed rations to his comrades—and 
finally brought their charge into port. 
They were Aveary and hungry, but their 
first concern as sailors Avas to. see that 
their craft AVOS anchored in a safe harbor 
before they thought of themselves. 


The experience of the plane and its 


crew reads like a modern Arabian Nights' 
tale. The PX-9 alighted on the bosom of 
the Pacific more than ten days ago after- 
its fuel Avas exhausted. It Avas buffeted 
about by the Avind and Avaves for nine 
days, before being picked up by a subma- 
rine and towed to XaAviliwaili, Island of 
Kauaui. and its creAv was Avithout food for 
the final four days.

intercepted radio messages from the ships 
that Avere searching for them saying that 
all hope for their rescue had been aban- 
doned, members of the crcAV never gaA-e up 
hope, they only got mad. Their indomi- 
table spirit and discipline made them car- 
ry on.

HYGIENE FOR HIKERS 


Two girls plan a hike -from Duluth to th* Pa- 


cific, and they wish to know what to carry In the 
way of medical or first aid kit. what clothes they 
sho'uld carry, and what blankets or other equip- 
ment. They intend to camp out nights. 


Perhaps the.f cin do no better than arrange a 


little pocket emergency kit of their own, following 
the instructions and directions given in the tour- 
ist's first aid letter, which any reader may have 
on request, accompanied with a stamped self ad- 
dressed envelope but no clipping. 
There is just 


one practical point to add to the instructions given 
in that first aid letter, namely? that ordinary tinc- 
ture of lodm is a good emergency disinfectant for 
questionable drinking water—one. or no harm in 
two drops of the tincture may be put in a quart of 
the water in question, shaken up and allowed to 
stand" 20 minutes before one drinks. This method 
of disinfecting drinking water along the way has 
ju«t one advantage over the use of "chlorid of 
1-me or other chlorin preparations for that pur- 
pose; every emergency kit contains tincture of 


On a hike it is necessary to have some protection 


against sunburn, particularly in the mountain re- 
gions, and for this purpose either 
a 
generous 


smearing of the exposed skin with freshly prepared 
cold cream and a heavy covering of talcum or a 
smearing of zinc oxide ointment will afford good 
protection. 
The walking shoes should be light soled, broad 


low heeled or rubber heeled, neither tight as dress 
shoes nor any looser than Is necessary to avoid all 
pressure, and the soft uppers should extend at least 
half way up the leg. The toee should be broad and 
give room to permit free wriggling of the toes 
within. The shoes should be roomy enough to per- 
mit wearing a cork insole as a cushion for the feet, 
lor perhaps thick or double wool socks for that 
purpose. For hiking over soft ground, turf or in 
the woods, moccasins are far better than any 


Easy or "athletic" union suits of all wool or silk 


and wool should be worn by hikers in all seasons, 
and light weight of course. 
You may understand 


the reason for this if you will put on. a wet cot- 
ton or linen bathing suit and stand or walk in the 
wind and then try the experiment 
with a wet 


woolen bathing suit. 


Flannel shirt or middy is the best body covering 


This too, should be purchased a size too large, to 
allow for shrinkage; and it should be light weight. 


It is best to avoid water proof materials except 


for the pack covering or tent.
